The President's telegram read ai

It was 
only recently that M. KeSoach discov- 
ered a manuscript written by a Greek 
historian born la Sparta, repealing 
that the Spartans had modeled their 
military training on the system !a 
vogue among the tribes of Iberia, lo- 
cated somewhere between Egypt and 
the Indies, and which had been visit- 
ed by an Imaginary tourist known as 
Lycurgus. 


The tatter's description of the coun- 


try convinces M. Keiaach that the ex- 
plorer must have landed on the south- 
ern coast of France, and that the 
Iberia of which he wrote was not the 
Spanish Iberia which later adventur- 
ers described as a land lacking mar- 
tial feelings but filled with drinkers 
and highway robbers- 


According to M- Relnach's ancient 


Informer. Lycargns visited the Druid 
priests in their mountain caves aad 
forest haunts and found them busy 
training the natives of Gaul to pre- 
serve their country against Its ene- 
mies, teaching children to perform 
their tasks and later Instructing them 
In the arts and sciences of their time. 
Lycurgns apparently received some 
good tips from the forest priests o£ 
his Iberian Gats', for It was some years 
after his return to Greece that the 
valor of the Spartan youths first be- 
gan to mate its appearance.
